A low construction bid which ex­ 
ceeds architectural estimates by 
22.56 per cent will be considered 
by the Palm S p r i n g s Unified 
School District board at 7:30 to­ 
day. 
The bid — submitted by Heath- 
man Construction Co., P a l m 
Springs — is for the proposed dis­ 
trict administrative center de­ 
signed by the architectural firm 
of Williams and Williams. 
"There may not be any recom­ 
mendation on the matter to­ 
night," Jack Miles, assistant dis­ 
trict superintendent, reported this 
morning. 
Wrong Estimate 
The Hcathman bid caHed for 
$309,750 for construction costs, and 
a tout cost including architects' 
lees of $344,770. Williams and Wil­ 
liams estimated the job at $281.300 
total cost, and $250,625 construc­ 
tion oosts, during a March 22 pre­ 
sentation to the board. 
Under California law .the archi­ 
tectural firm may be required to 
redesign the building without add­ 
ed cost to the district if bids ex­ 
ceed the architectural approved 
estimate by 15 per cent or more. 
Miles said. 
The project may be redesigned, 
have more money allocated, or 
slipped of design features to cut 
costs, Miles said. A fourth alter- 
nat've open to the board would be 
rejection of all bids and shelving 
of the project to conserve rapid­ 
ly depleting construction b o n d 
funds. 
The Excuse 
Architect Stewart Williams told 
The Desert Sun the project budget 
was set in 1959, and that costs 
have risen sharply in the inter­ 
vening years. He cited a 28 per 
cent rise in labor costs 
"Actually we didn't have a mar­ 
ket estimate," Williams said.

WASHINGTON (U PI)—Southern 
senators wanned up to their task 
of blocking the leadership's civil 
rights bill today. One member de 
clared 
Congress

right to fix voter qualifications 
than it had to "change the boiling 
point of water.” 
The challenge was tossed out in 
a speech prepared for delivery by 
Sen. Herman E. Talmadge, D-Ga., 
first scheduled Southern speaker 
for the second day of full debate 
on the literacy test bill 
The 
legislation 
would 
permit 
only uniform state literacy tests 
as a qualification for voting in 
federal elections. 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield, Mont., put the Senate 
on notice that after a reasonable 
period of debte—presumably late 
next week—he will fife a cloture 
petition to limit further talk. 
But most senators expect Mans­ 
field and GOP Leader Everett M. 
Dirksen, III., to fall well short of 
getting 
the 
required 
two-thirds 
vote for the gag rule. 
In that case, Mansfield said, the 
leaders would lay aside the civil 
rights measure and proceed to 
other pressing business. 
Southerners 
opposing 
the 
bill 
were making a generally uniform 
argument that the legislative ap­ 
proach is unconstitutional — and 
that the measure is unneeded. 


Talmadge, in his prepared ad­ 
dress, said experience with the 
1957 and 
1960 civil 
rights laws 
and agencies they created “com­ 
pletely 
refutes t h e contention" 
that a voter qualification statute 
is needed. 
In five years, he said, the Civil 
Rights Commission had found only 
25 cases to prosecute, and none 
in which federal voting referees 
could be used. He said that even 
by advertising for them, the com­ 
mission could gather only 613 vot­ 
ing complaints, of which he said 
only 390 w e r e "sworn” com­ 
plaints.

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Early Action—But Not Precipitate Haste 


It took years before anyone became 
brash enough to mention industry in Palm 
Springs. It had always been considered an 
uglv word here. And anyone sufficiently 
uncouth as to say factory'' was beyond the 
pale. 
Today, however, the picture created by 
the word “industry" or even “factory” has 
greatly changed, just as the needs of the 
Pahn Springs of today are far different from 
the needs of the Village of yesterday. 
W'e have come to the time when industry 
can be mentioned out loud and lightning will 
not strike you dead if you say factory. 
Industry and factory today do not con­ 
jure up a picture of ugly smoke stacks wear­ 
ing plumes of vile-smelling fumes, grimy 
brick walls with a broken window or two, 
cluttered surroundings, discordant noises and 
hordes of migrant workers carrying lunch 
pails. 
New techniques, sources of power, archi­ 
tectural designs to promote efficiency, have 
changed all that. Industries which have taken 
to the country, deserting the cities to pro­ 
vide more pleasant surrounding for their 
employes, are now housed in plants which 
look like office buildings and in the middle 
of what appear to be parks. 
But still the subject was taboo here. 
Although the great and continued growth of 
Palm Springs was putting a severe strain on 
the old single standard of former days, no 
one seemed eager to he the first to bring out 


the need for more baskets in which to put 
our economic eggs. 


It was less than a month ago that 
Mayor Frank Bogert stated the case in a 
forthright maner. With the dual nature of 
our population, ranging from a moderate­ 
sized community during the three warmer 
months, to a large city the rest of the year, 
there is a problem here. It is a problem made 
more acute by the alternate swelling and 
shrinking of the need for civic services. 
\\ hat he said is needed to broaden our 
tax base and level off the gap between sum­ 
mer needs and those of the other seasons, is 
industry which is in keeping with the Palm 
Springs 'image” as it exists in the minds of 
many. 
It would take but a brief tour of some 
ether Southland communities to learn that 
industry can be compatible with our desert 
and in no way detract from our way of life. 
Now that the mayor has brought the pic­ 
ture to the front, we can proceed carefully 
and sanefully toward its solution. 
True, there is need for early action but 
in view of the time it took to even mention 
“industry,” hasty, precipitate steps — action 
which could mess up orderly studies already 
under way—will deter, not help, the situation. 
It is necessary that there be coordination 
between the needs of the city and our famed 
way of life. It can be done successfully—by 
wise study and planning without benefit of 
politics.

UN Can Use Refunds 


For Rent Overpayment 


NEW YORK—Things are look­ 
ing up for UN. and Burma. The 
New York State Rent Board dis­ 
covered the other day that U 
Thant has been paying two or 
three tim es more rent for his 
apartm ent at 125 E. 57th than the 
housing law allows. 
The money will be returned, 
but not to the acting secretary 
general. P art of it goes to Bur­ 
ma, which paid the unjust rent 
during U Thant's days as a dele­ 
gate, and part to UN, which has 
been picking up the hiked tab 
since the scholarly and outspok­ 
en Burmese succeeded the late 
Dag Hammarskjold. 


We don’t know about Burma, 
but UN can surely use the dough. 
It may soon have trouble meeting 
the payroll. 
It continues to fall behind in 
its payments to the nations which 
supply the military forces now 
keeping the peace in the Congo 
and between Israel and its Arab 
neighbors 
They number 
about 
23,000 men from Ethiopia, Nige­ 
ria. Tunisia. Ghana. Sierra Leone, 
India. Malaya, Sweden and Ire­ 
land. The 18,000 man force in the 
Congo costs S10,000,000 a month to 
maintain. 
UN’s 5200.000.000 bond issue is 
coming along as well as can be 
expected, an official of the world 
organization tells us. 
Britain has made the largest in­ 
vestment to date—$12,000,000. It is 
followed by West Germany's $10,­ 
000,000 (which the Scandinavian 
countries matched). Italy’s $9.000,­ 
000, Canada’s $6.000.000, Australia 
$4.00,000. the Netherlands and In- 
dai's $2,000.000 and Nigeria's $1,­ 
000.000. The rest of the $65,000,­ 
000 so far invested comes from 
six 
other 
nations. 
It 
includes 
Venezuela’s 
$30,000 and 
Sierra 
Leone’s $10,000. 
"A great gesture.” our friend 
marveled, in revealing the latter 
figure. "When the intention first 
came to our notice we assumed, 
for some reason, that this new 
little 
nation 
was 
speaking 
of 
pounds, in reference to its use 
of the num ber 'ten thousand.' 
That would have meant $28,000 
There was an anguished correc­ 
tion Dollars, please, not pounds, 
the delegation said.” 
We asked our friend, who is of 
the Orient, how he felt JF K ’s call 
for a $100.000.000 investment by 
the U.S. was doing in Congress. 
He shrugged. 
“ The ways and workings of the 
American Congress are beyond 
my com prehension," he said with 
a helpless sign 
The Inscrutable West! 
The Soviet Union isn't buying, 
nor is France. Portugal and a 
m ajority of the rest of the 104 
m em ber nations — for assorted 
reasons. The U.S.S.R. has made 
known its reason with great clar­ 
ity: It argues that the utilization 
of funds to provide for military 
activities is a violation of the UN 
Charter. It has taken its position 
to the World Court, which be­ 
gins 
hearings 
on 
the 
m atter 
May 14. 
But. indicative of the nature of 
the organization, the World Court 
could hand down a stiff verdict in 
this case, and if that verdict were 
against the position of the Rus­ 
sians. they still could 
not be 
forced to pay a share of the cost­ 
ly UN undertaking in Africa and 
the Holy Lands. The World Court 
"advises.” It does not "rule” 
Also, 
the 
charter 
cannot 
be 
changed without the approval of 
the perm anent members of the 
Security Council. If 103 of the 104 
nations wanted to rewrite it, and 
Russia didn’t agree, the Soviets 


could kill the m easure with a 
veto. ' 


Speaking of UN. the arrival of 
the baseball season in New York 
has caused its usual consternation 
among the delegates. At a lunch­ 
eon U Thant gave Bill Hearst the 
other day the Burmese said, of 
the gam e. “ I just can't make 
head nor tail of it. The headlines 
continues to alarm me, 'Tigers de­ 
feat Senators,’ for exam ple.’ ” A 
Pakistani delegate, noting a head­ 
line reading, "Yanks rout Indi­ 
ans," sniffed. "I always said the 
Indians were overrated." 
But one UN official and Nation­ 
al League buff, Ralph Bunche. 
knows his onions—and stands up 
for them. Taunted by a friend, 
after Casey Stengel’s New York 
Mets had lost their first five 
games. Ralph shrugged and said. 
Well, you can’t "w in’ em all.”
